THE NEW CITY CHAKTBK. 


Rousing Meeting Despite the Very 


Stormy Day. 


An important meeting of the Galaxy 


club was held in Spinners' hall, Middle 
street, yesterday afternoon. The attend- 
ance was good considering the stormy day 
but would have been much larger but for 
the weather. W. F. Courtney, Esq., and 
Fisher II, Pearson were present by invita- 
tion and delivered very interesting ad- 
drosses on tho iasus in the municipal cam- 
paign. 
Daniel ,T. Cosgrovo presided and 


introduced Mr. Courtney in highly com- 
plimentary terms. 


Mr. Courtuuy was received with enthus- 


iastic applause. lie thanked the mooting 
on behalf of tho Lowell democracy for its 
Jkmifly greeting. lie took the applause us 
an indication of an earnest intention to 
support the democratic ticknt from top to 
bottom. 
Under tho democracy the son of 
the poor man stands oa an equality with 
tho son of the rich man. Having been 
bom here and believing tha% 1 have equal 
rights with any other citizen, 1 believed 
nlso it was not out of place for me to as- 


^^pire to ho chief executive of the city. As 


.'i, representative of a certain class I have a 
right to aspire to that honor and do so not 
for personal gain because I believe I can 
make more money by attending to my pro- 
fession that as mayor of Lowell. 
At 
the last election i was the standard bearer 
of my party in tho last election, but 
there was more or less division in the ranks 
at tho time of organizing the city commit- 
too. It was bopod this would have dis- 
appeared before election day, but unfor- 
tunately the breach was not healed as ex- 
pected, and the 
party 
was defeated. 
However, I thank the rank and file of the 
democracy for the flattering vote i then re- 
ceived. The fact that the Galaxy club is 
formed of democrats from various wards 
in the city augurs wall for the success of 
the party. It indicates that the demociacy 
la aroused, anu determined on this occasion 
not to fall outside the 'breastworks. 


Mr. Courtney then entered into a discus- 


sion of the republican administration of 
affairs during the past year. Ho pointed 
out that the policy "pay as you pco" enun- 
ciated in his letter of acceptance, was 
taken up by .Mayor Pickman and put foith 
in the inaugural as the guiding principle 
of the 
administration. But 
although 


Mayor Pickmau started out with a good 
motto ho did not adhere to it iu practice. 
3t is right that current expenses of tho city 
government should be paid as contracted. 
Loans should not be made for current ex- 
penses bul are justified Jor permanent im- 
provements the benefits of which will bo 
enjoyed by those who come after us. This 
is a business principle that should be ad- 
heced to in the government of every muni- 
cipality. The speaker then pointed out 
the deceptive policy adopted by the repub- 
licans in raising the valuation of property 
far 
above 
tho 
real 
value 
of 
the 
property assessed In order to keep down 
the tax rate for political effect. 
The ap- 


propriations made at the beginning of the 
year were sufficient for but nine months of 
the i car. Tho cpnsequence was that the 
works of tho various departments must 
come to a standstill or olso more money 
must be provided by the city government 
and charged to posterity. Wiis it by mis- 
take that this occurred? 1 say no. Tho 
republicans could form an estiiua'o of 
what was needed, but they did not want to 
make the necessary appropriations. It 
would have been easy for the lie.ids of dc- 
pnrtmenfs to estimate the necesiary in- 
crease in the appropriations over those of 
last year. The republicans knew that in 
the ordinary course of the city affairs the 


tax rate would be increased but they de- 
vised a way of keeping it down in order if 
possible to delude the neoplo into the be- 
lief that the tax rate was kept down by 
good management and economy. This 
"pay as you go" administration thus start- 
ed out by juggling with tho tax rate. 
The tax rate has been $18.40 on the $1000 
but with this the valuation of property has 
been so increased that the taxpayers who 
judging from the rate expected tobw called 
upon to pay less have been astounded to 
find hat their tax bill is very much higher 
than on the previous year. 
One man has 
a piece of land which was taxed last year 
S7 and is this year taxed §54. 
At the tax hearing held recently a man 


testified that land bought for four cents a 
foot was valued for seven cents a foot or 
nearly twice its value. 
Mr. Courtney then 


turned to discuss the great love which the 
republican party shows for the laboring 
man about election time. 
The republi- 


cans will give laboring men no holiday. 
Many laboring moo. have uot had the ad- 
vantages of education but they want the 
means to clothe and educate their families. 
It is therefore necessary that the labor- 
er 
be 
well 
paid 
for 
his 
labor 


but the republicans always endeavor to 
keep the laborer on low wages. The cut 
down In the wages so frequent this year 
shows the 
disposition 
of republicans. 


Those things should convince the laboring 
people that their real friends are the dem- 
ocrats. 
O£ late a great many people have 


been thrown out of employment through 
no fault of the democratic party but the 
democrats in the city council were the tint 
to start a movement (or relief work such 
as sewers and other public improvements. 
Tho republicans were forced to accede to 
this demand for relief works. The re- 
pulican papers then claim that the rate of 
wages Is too high and criticize the laboring 
rnen who are earning an honest living 
what their critics have not done for a 
good many ypars. 


The speaker next referred to the demo- 


cratic ticket eulogizing 
tlie 
individual 


nominees for aldermen. He referred to 
Mr. Cons tan tin ean and advised the demo- 
crats to see that he got every vote of tho 
party. The republicans seek tho support 
of this class, but whenever a representative 
of the French citizens is put upon their 
ticket he is sure to get the lowest vote. 
Mr. Brossoau's case is in evidence on this 
point. It is true that French candidates 
on the democratic ticket were defeated, 
but it was because the party conld not 
elect them. There was no discrimination 
against them. 


Tho dissensions in the republican party 


were next discussed at some length and it 
was alleged that expert counters put upon 
tho ticket the men of their choice. 
Men 


who were disappointed in getting licenses 
arc also against the g. o. p. 


The appeal to race prejudice was charged 


to the republican party but respectable re- 
publicans will not be led by an 
organiza- 


tion whose plattorcu is one of bigotry, Iu 
conclusion Mr. Courtney appealed to all to 
work for the success of the whole ticket. 


Fisher H. Pearson was also cordially re- 


ceived. He said the present election was 
the most important for many years because 
of tho new charter to be voted upon and 
because of the religious issues injected into 
the campaign. He dwelt upon the import- 
ance of defeating the charter. He also 
stated that it would be a great mistake to 
vote against no license notwithstanding 
the fact that there is danger that republi- 
cans may try to obtain votes by promises 
of licenses. Should tho democratic candi- 
dates bo elected it would be embarassing to 
have no license. License last year was 
carried by about 3000 majority so that 500 
votes additional would carry no license. 
He also mentioned the danger of voting 
"no" on the license question by mistaking 
it for a proposition ot the new charter. Ho 
advised earnest work against tho adoption 
of the charter. 


A motion was then passed endorsing the 


democratic ticket and promising to work 
earnestly for its success and for the deteat 
of the new charter.

THE FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


Assembled at the Nation's Capi- 


tol This ftloon. 


Forecast of a Session WMcli Will. Have Impor- 


tant Measures to Legislate—Tariff, Hawaiian 
Matter and Silver, the Absorbing Questions. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 4.—A groat crowd as- 


sembled at the Capitol today to witnesa tho 
opening of the houses o£ congress. 
The 


scene on the floor o£ the house»was very 
animated. Mauy of the de&ks were deco- 
rated with floral offfTinRs. Memhers who 
had not seen each each other since the ad- 
journment 
exchiiujjed salutations, and 


congratulations and condolences, particu- 
larly the lutter, were tha order of the day. 
It was a cheerful assemblage, and while 
members indulged in pleasantries toward 
the defeated, no bud temper wn=s displayed. 


On the senate side more than a quorarn 


of senators ware present, and tiie scenes 
incident to the assembling of congress 
were enacted accordingly. 
After the roll- 


call in the house, members-elect were 
sworn, in. 


IC.it.ra Session Bills Alive, 


Legislation does not die with a session, 


as nominations do, so that all the bills in- 
troduced at the extra session are sti.ll 
alive, und all those reported from commit- 
tees are pending before the two houses. 
The bankruptcy bill has the right of wny 
in the house, followed by the naturaliza- 
tion bill, but both are likely to be side- 
tracked for the lariffi bill, although the 
friends of the bankruptcy bill are still 
hopeful that they may get ib through the 
house before the tariff, bill is taken up. 


In the senate the bill increasing the na- 


tional bank circulation to the par value of 
the bonds deposited, has the right o£ way, 
followed by the bill repealing the federal 
elections law. 


Tho president will have to send in the 


nominations of the officers whom he has 
appointed during the interval, including 
those who failpd p£ confirmation at the ex- 
tra session. He is also expected to send in 
the nomination of Mr. Hornblower to be a 
justice uf the supreme court, in the place 
of the late Justice Blatcliford. 


Resolutions of inquiry us to Hawaiian 


affairs, and resolutions aa to the removal 
of Civil Service Commissioner Johnston 
are threatened 
by anti-administration 


man in both houses. 
"it Is uncertain as yet when the tariff bill 
will be brought up iu the house. The of- 
ficial statement as to tho probable revenue 
under the proposed Wilson bill was not 
ready today. Until it is ready the internal 
revenue chanROs proposed cannot" bs; de- 
termined nor can tbe report oil the Wilson 
bill, if it is to be pressed separately, be 
completed. ^ 
The majority of the ways and means 


committee hope to have this calculation 
completed by Tuesday at the farthest, 
when they will be ablq, to go ahead with- 
out deltiy. They have no idea of getting 
the tariff bill through the house before 
Jan. 1. ' 


Although, the question of the internal 


revenue taxes necessary to supplement the 
tariff taxes provided for in the Wilson bill 
has not been finally settled, it is the opin- 
ion of members of the committee that a 
tux on the net receipts of corporations, an 
increase on the tax on. cigftrets and a tax 
on playing cards will be the main features 
ot the outcome. 


Other Business. 


It may be that the Hawaiian, affair will 


out some figure in the proceedings during 
the week 
A resolution calling ior the 


papers in tne case is almost sure to be in- 
troduced, and it might come up in still 
another way if the news from Hawaii, 
whioh is expected via Auckland on the 
7tb, should be of a sensational nature. 


The urgency deficiency bill and the New 


York and New Jersey bridge 'bill which 
were loft with conference reports pending 
when congress adjourned at the end of the 
extra session will ba probably disposed of 
during tnis weefc. 
The World's fair award bill, which passed 


both housea in the closing hours of the 
session, but which was not signed either by 
Speaker Cribp or Vice President Steven- 
sou, can become a law as soon as it re- 
ceives their signatures and the presi- 
dential approval. 


In addition to the tariff, many other 


matters will crowd forward at the earliest 
possible moment for consideration. Chair- 
man Springer of the banking and cur- 
rency committee has under consideration 
a bill to repeal the 10 per cent on state 
banks and revine the national banking 
system. He has not yet worked out all of 
the details, but he and his friends seek to 
find some other basis of bank circulation 
than national bonds.' 
State, county and municipal bonds will be 


nubjeoted to such a scrutiny by the comp- 
troller of the currency as will make tho 
tirculation based on them essentially a 
tnrrency. The bill will,probably be in- 
troduced at an. early date. 


Silver Again. 


It may be tbat silver will also appear 


again in the present, session. Mr. Blair, 
with a majority of the coinage committee 
at' his back, may bring forward a free 
coinage bill, uot with the hope that it will 
become a law, but with the intention of 
placing congressmen on reourd. 
All sensible men in the silver ranks rec- 


ognize the fact that the free coinage 
measure cannot become a law as long as 
Mr. Cleveland is in the White House un- 
less they can command a two-thirds ma- 
jority in each house, and this is admitted 
to be out o£ tha question. 
The bill making more stringent the 


naturalization laws, which were discussed 
three days during tho extra session, is also 
pending and is considered among the 
measures thatt will surely pass both 
houses. 


Although, the extra session, succeeded in 
getting fihu Chinese question out of the 
way for six months at least, by extending 
the period of registration for that lengtu 
of time, it, too, promises to bob up again 
It Is broadly hinted that t&a Chinese d 
not intend to"registev no .v any more than 
before the extension of the la-w. The fail- 
ure of the Chinese to register is attributed 
to the fact that they have been informnd 
either by the Chinese minister or by the 
Chinese Six companies or by somebody 
elae in whom they have confidence tc 
ignore the law under wuich, they can le- 
gally remain, withia the limits of the. 
United States.

Case itud Is Identified as IScini,' Near the 
Asuaulted Ulan. 
A Nashua despatch says; 
Matthew 


Cunningham, who was held here iu the 
sum of $1000 for trial today on a charge 
of larceny and breaking and entering at 
Concord & Montreal switch house, is sus- 
pected of having caused the death of John 
O'Connor o£ Lowell. 


"Since his arrival here remarks have 


been marie by Cunningham which led to 
the suspicion that he ma^ have been the 
unknown assailant of O'Connor. Under 
these circumstances Marshal Eaton com- 
municated with the Lowell oflicors, and 
this'afternoon Officer Laflamme o£ Lowell, 
with Lewis Bump,ar, came to Nashua. 


"The latter person witnessed the assault 


from the sidewalk across the street and 
saw the man run away after making it. 
He visltod the cell and at. once identified 
Cunningham as the man whom he saw 
leaving O'Connor after he had fallen to 
the ground. 


"The officers had a long talk with the 
prisoner at a late hour this afternoon, and 
it is understood that while he acknowl- 
edges he was there at the time and had a 
fracas with the injured man he denies that 
he did the deed which resulted in death, it 
is further understand that Cunningham 
has iu the past made damaging remarks he- 
fore he was aware of the results of his 
statements and now declines to give fur- 
ther information." 
It appears that Mathew Cunningham's 
ialk about the assault on O'Connor has 
given the police new ideas and clows to the 
possible or probable murderer. 


It is stated that Cunningham and a 
Joseph Kadcliffe met O'Connor at the 
Northern depot. They had a lively debate 
upon the tariff during which O'Connor 
tried to take a bottle, from his (Cunning- 
ham's) pocket. A row was precipitated 
and O'Connor fell upon his face on the 
sidewalk. What part Kadclirfe took in the 
trouble has not yet been brought out. 


Released on JIubeus Corpus. 


Crowley goes free. 
This morning Fetor Crowley, held at 


jail under $10,000 bonds to answer to tho 
charge of having' assaulted, fatally, John 
W. O'Connor, was brought into court on a- 
writ of habeas corpus and was released. 


Chief Howard informed the court that 


he was satisiied that Crowley was not 
O'Connor's assailant. 


The court allowed Chief Howard to bail 


Crowley, who will appear Friday. The 
bonds were placed at $100. 


Crowley left the court room a happy 


man and returned immediately to his 
work. 


Chief Howard claims to have evidence 


which will implicate Mathew Cunningham 
and James S. Radchffe. 
The latter is locked up in the police 


station, while inspector Allen has gone to 
Nashua after Cunningham, who is in jail 
there awaiting trial on a£ charge of burg- 
lary. 


Should Inspector Allen, return before 


Judge Hadley leaves, both men will be ar- 
raigned today. 


Chief Howard says that Radoliffe resem- 
bles Peter Crowley/ considerable in his 
personal appearance. 
The chief also says 
he has four witnesses who will testify that 
Radchffe was the man who committed the 
assault. 


Badcliffe is 39 years old, a machinist by 


trade, and has been employed for the past 
week in Manchester, N. H. placing fire 
escapes on. buildings.

THE XBAV CITY CIIAIM'ER. 


Housing Meeting Despite ths Very 


Stormy Day. 


An important meeting of the Galaxy 


club was held In Spinners' liall, Middle 
slrect, yesterday afternoon. 
The attend- 


ance was Rood considering the stormy day 
but would liiivc been much larger but for 
the weaiber. 
Vf. 51. Courtney, Esq., and 


Fiiher IT. Pearsoo were present by invita- 
tion and delivered very interesting ad- 
dresses on the issus in the municipal cam- 
paign. 
Daniel J. Cosgrove presided and 


introduced Mr. Courtney in highly com- 
plimentary terms. 


Mr. Courtney was received with enthus- 


iastic applause, lie thanked the meeting 
on behalf of the Lowell democracy for its 
kindly greeting, lie look tbc applause as 
an indication of an earnest intention to 
support the democratic ticket from top to 
bottom. Uuder the democracy the son of 
the poor man stands on an equality with 
the son of the rich man. Having been 
born here and believing tba% I have equal 
rivals with any other citizen, 1 believed 
also it was not out of place for me to as- 
•.pire to be chief executive of the city. 
As 


^ representative of a certain class I have a 
riijlii to aspire to that honor and do so not 
for personal gain because I believe I can 
make more money by attending to my pro- 
fession that as mayor of Lowell. 
At 


the last election I was the standard bearer 
of my party in the last election, but 
there was more or less division in the ranks 
at the time of organizing the city commit- 
tee. It was hoped this would bavp dis- 
appeared before election day, but 
unfor- 


tunat'-ly the breach was not healed as ex- 
pected, and the 
party 
was defeated. 


However, I thank the rank and file of the 
democracy for the Haltering rote I then re- 
ceived. The fact that the Galaxy club is 
formed of democrats from various wards 
in the city augurs well for the success of 
UK- parly. 
It indicates that the democracy 


is aroused, and determined on this occasion 
not to fall outside llie "breastworks. 


Mr. Courtney then entered into a discus- 


sion of the republican administration of 
affairs during llie past year, lie pointed 
out that the policy "pay as you fro" enun- 
ciated in his letter of acceptance, was 
taken up by Mayor Pickman and put forth 
in the inaugural as the guiding principle 
of the 
administration. 
But 
although 


Mayor Pickman started out with a good 
motto he did not adhere to it in practice. 
It is right that current expenses of the city 
government should be paid as contracted. 
Loans should not be mude for current ex- 
penses but are justified for permanent im- 
provements the benefits of which will be 
enjoyed by those who come after us. Tbis 
is a business principle that should be ad- 
hered to in the government of every muni- 
cipality. The speaker then pointed out 
the deceptive policy adopted by the repub- 
licans in raising the valuation of property 
far 
above 
the 
real 
value 
of 
the 


properly assessed In order to keep down 
the tax rate for political effect. 
The ap- 


propriations made at the beginning of the 
>ear were sufficient for but nine months of 
the '.'ear. The cpnsequeuce was that the 
works of the various departments must 
come to a standstill or else more money 
must be provided by the city government 
and charged to posterity. Was it by mis- 
take that this occurred? I say no. The 
republicans could form an estima'e of 
what was needed, but they did not want to 
make the necessary appropriations. It 
would have been easy for the heads of clc- 
partmenfs to estimate the necessary in- 
crease in the appropriations over those of 
last year. Tlie republicans knew that in 
the ordinary course of the city affairs the 


lax rate would be increased but they de- 
vised a way of keeping it down in order if 
possible to delude the people into the be- 
lief that the lax rate was kept down by 
good management and economy,- This 
"pay as you go" administration thus start- 
ed out by juggling with the tax rate. 
The tax rate has been S16.40 on the $1000 
but with this the valuation of property bus 
been so increased (.hat llie taxpayers who 
judging from the rate expected lobe called 
upon to pay less have been astounded to 
find hat their tax bill is very much higher 
than on the previous year. 
One man lias 


a piece of land wliicli was taxed last year 
S7 and is this year taxed S">4. 


At the tax bearing held recently a man 


testified that land bought for four cents a 
root was yalui'd for seven cents a foot or 
nearly twice its value. 
Mr. Courtney then 


turned to discuss the great love which the, 
republican party shows for the laboring 
man about election time. 
The republi- 


cans will give laboring men no holiday. 
Many laborinc men have not had the ad- 
vantages cf education but tliey want the 
means to clothe and educate their families. 
It is therefore necessary that the labor- 
er 
be 
well 
paid 
for 
his 
labor 


but the republicans always endeavor to 
keep the laborer on Jow wages. The cut 
down In the wages 90 frequent this year 
shows the. disposition 
of 
republicans. 


These things should convince the laboring 
people that their real friends are the dem- 
ocrats. Of late a great many people have 
been thrown out of employment through 
no fault of the democratic party but the 
democrats in the city council were the first 
to slarl a movement Cor relief work such 
as sewers and other public improvements. 
The republicans were forced to accede to 
this demand for relief works. 
The re- 


pulican papers then claim that the rate of 
wages is too high and criticize the laboring 
men who are earning an honest living 
what their critics have not done for a 
good many years. 


The speaker next referred to the demo- 


cratic ticket eulogizing 
the 
individual 


nominees for aldermen. He referred to 
Mr. Constantineau and advised the demo- 
crats to see that he got every vote of the 
party. 
Tue republicans seek the support 


of this class, but whenever a representative 
of the French citizens is put upon their 
ticket he is sure to get the lowest vote. 
Mr. Brossoau's case is in evidence on this 
point. It is true that French candidates 
on the democratic ticket wore defeated, 
but it was because the party could not 
elect them. There was no discrimination 
against them. 


The dissensions in the republican party 


were next discussed at some length and it 
was alleged that expert counters put, upon 
the ticket the men of their choice. 
Men 


who were disappointed In getting licenses 
are also against the g. o. p. 


The appeal to race prejudice was charged 


to the republican party but respectable re- 
publicans will not, be ted by an

tion whose platform is one of bigotry, In 
conclusion Mr. Courtney appealed to all to 
Work for the success of the whole ticket. 


Fisher H, Pearson was also cordially re- 


ceived. He said the present election was 
the most important for many years because 
of the new charter to be voted upon and 
because of the religious issues injected into 
the campaign. He dwelt upon the import- 
ance of defeating the charter. 
He also 


stated that it would be a. great mistake Lo 
vote against no license notwithstanding 
the fact that, there is danger that republi- 
cans may try to obtain votes by promises 
of licenses. Should the democratic candi- 
dates be elected it would be embarasaing to 
have no license. License last year was 
carried by about 3000 majority so that 000 
votes additional would carry no license. 
He also mentioned the danger of Totint; 
"no" ou the license question by mistaking 
it for a proposition of the new charter. He 
advised earnest work against the adoption 
of the charter. 


A motion was then passed endorsing the 


democratic ticket and promising to work 
earnestly for its success and for the defeat 
of the new charier.

l£xtra SeBHlun Bills Alive. 


Legislation does not die with a session 


as nominations uo, so that all the bills in- 
troduced at the extra session are still 
alive, and all those reported from commit- 
teea are pending before the two houses. 
The bankruptcy bill has the right ot way 
!n the house, followed by the naturaliza- 
tion bill, but both are likely to be side- 
tracked for ihe tariff bill, although the 
friends of the bankruptcy bill are still 
hopeful that they may gee it through the 
house before the tariff bill ia taken up. 


In the sentitfi the bill increasing the na- 


tional bank circulation to the par value o£ 
the bonds deposited has the right oi way, 
followed by the bill repealing the federal 
elections Inw. 


The president will have to send in the 


nominations of the officers whom he has 
appointed during the interval, including 
those who failed of confirmation at the ex- 
tra session. He is also expected to send in 
the nomination of Mr. Hornblower to be a 
justice uf the supreme court, in the place 
of the late Justice Blstchford.

The majority of the ways and means 


committee hope to have this calculation 
completed by Tuesday at the farthest, 
when they will be able^ to go ahead with- 
out delay. They have no idea of getting 
the tariff bill through the house before 
Jnn. 1. 


Although the question of the internal 


revenue taxes necessary to supplement the 
tariff tKXOM provided for in the "VVilsoo bill 
has not been finally settled, it is the opin- 
ion of membtrs of the committee that a 
tax 011 the net receipts of corporations, an 
increase on the tiix on cigarets and a tax 
on playing curds will be the main features 
oE the outcome. 


Other Business. 


It may be that the Hawaiian affair will 


out some figure in the proceedings during 
the week. A resolution calling for the 
papers in the case is almost sure to be in- 
troduced, and it might come up in still 
another way i£ the news from Hawaii, 
which is expected via Auckland on the 
7th, should be of a sensational nature. 


The urgency deficiency bill and the New 


York and New Jersey bridne 'bill which 
were left with conference reports pending 
when congress adjourned at the end of the 
extra session will ba probably disposed of 
during tais week. 


The World's fair award bill, which passed 


both houses in the closing hours oi the 
session, but which was not signed either by 
Speaker Crisp or Vice president Steven- 
son, can become a law fls soon as it re- 
ceives their siguatures and the presi- 
dential approval. 


In addition to the tariff, many other 


matters will crowd forward at the earliest 
possible moment for consideration. Chair- 
man Springer of the banking and cur- 
rency committee has under consideration 
a bill to ropeal the 10 per cent on state 
banks and revise the national banking 
system. He has not yet worked out all of 
the details, but he and his friends suek to 
find some other basis of bank circulation 
than national bonds. ' 


State, county and municipal bonds will ba 


lubjected to such a scrutiny by the comp- 
troller of the currency as will make the 
lirculation based on them essentially a 
tiu-rency. The bill wil^probably be in- 
troduced at an early date. 


Silver Again. 


Ic may be that silver will also appear 


again in the present session. Mr. Blair, 
with a majority of the coinage committee 
nt'his back, may bring forward a free 
coinage bill, uot with the hope that it will 
become a law, but with the intention of 
placing congressmen on. recurd. 


All sensible men in the silver ranks rec- 


ognize the fact that the free coinage 
measure cannot become a law as long aa 
Mr. Cleveland ia in the "White House un- 
less they can command a two-thirds ma- 
jority in each house, and this is admitted 
to be out of the question. 


The bill making more stringent the 


naturalization laws, which were discussed 
three days during the extra session, is also 
pending and Is considered among 
the 


measures that), will surely pass both 
houses. 


Although the extra session succeeded in 


getting the Chinese question out of the 
way for six months at least, by extending 
the period o£ registration for that lenetn 
of time, it, too, promises to bob up attain 
It Is broadly hinted that, tha CJMneEe d 
not intend toTegister no,v any more than 
before the extension of the law. The fail- 
ure of the Chinese to register is attributed 
to the fact that the? have been informed 
either by the Chinese minister or by the 
Chinese Six companies or by somebody 
else in whom they have confidence tc 
Ignore the law under wnich they can le- 
gally remain within the limits of the 
United States.

It appears that Ufatbew Cunningham's

I ire assets of the bank ami upon an extra 
liability of the stockholders equal to the 
amount of the capital stock.

quick redemption of notes, and lor such 
poiiodical reports from banks as will keep 


, the government well posted upon then 


condition. This seems to be the plan most 
ia\ored at present, bnt it is not yet known 
whether the administration will endorse it. 
Indued it Is not certain that the financial 
question will be taken up in the next ses- 
sion of congress.

It matters little 
to the toiling hosts enlisted under the ban- 
ner of the K. of L,, \\ hat party is in power 
provided the interests of labor are snbsei- 
vcd. 


The Knights of Labor an I the American 


Fedeiation of Labor should now join hands 
in the work of labor reform and cease the 
wrangling which lias, almost disrupted 
both organizations during the past fen' 
years. 
Let Sovereign and Gompeis get 


together forthe benefit of the organizations 
they represent and of the toiling masses iu 
general. 


FATAL DEFECT IN NEW CMAKTBlt. 


Mr, W. II. Parker wiites an interesting 


letterjto the Mail In relation to the new 
charter and points out a glaiing defect 
which has thus far escaped ciiticism. He 
says: 


"I find somethings that are improve- 


ments and 1 should like to vote for thorn. 
But to my mind theie is one fatal ornis- 
glon, the lights of the people are not pro- 
tected, which can be easily shown. There- 
fore, if the citizens of Lowell wish to keep 
what rights they now have tbey must 
vote No on the whole business. 


"I allude to section34 of tlie old chatter, 
which is in these words: 
" 'General meetings of tho citizens quali- 


fied to vote in city affairs may from time 
to time be held to consult upon the public 
good, to give instructions to their ipprc- 
sentatives, and to take all law I'al measures 
to obtain redress of grievances according 
to the rights secured lo the people by the 
constitution 
of 
this 
commonwealth, 


and such meetings shall be duly warned by 
the mayor and aldermen upon tile requisi- 
tion of fifty qualified voters of the city.' 
Why was not this right put mlo the new 
charter? Will Mr. Smith of the Board of 
Trade explain, or anybody elsci' If our 
rislits are secure in this mattei,lot us know 
where it is. 


"It may be said, the city council can, by 


ordinance, give the voters all the rights 
contained in the above section. 
Well, I 


am not sure they will and so I advise every 
voter ',o ingist on its being in the charter 
befoio he accepts it." 


This is one other strong reason why the 


new chai'ter should be rejected. 
Further 


argument should be needless. 
Let every 


eltlzen vote "Ho" on' the question of revl- 
iion.

THE FINANCIAL QUESTION. 


Should the president's recommendations 


on the financial question meet popular 
fnvor it will have a good effect upon tlin 
business interests of the country in restor- 
ing confidence which 
received such a 


shock in the recent panic. 


Money is now accumulated in the banks 


with little demand for it even at a low 
rate of interest. 
A plan favored by bank- 


ers contemplates the issue o£ notes on con- 
ditions that would secure elasticity and re- 
demption without pledge of bonds; the 
notes to he made first claim upon the en- 
tire assets of the bank and upon an extra 
liability of the stockholders equal to the 
amount of the capital stock. 


The details of Ihe plan provide for Uie 


quiet redemption of. notes, and lor such 
periodical reports from banks as will keep 
Ilic government well posted upon their 
condition. This seems to be the plan most 
favored at present, but it is not yet known 
whether the administration will endorse it. 
Indeed it is not certain that the financial 
question will be taken up in the next ses- 
sion of congress.

Our Foreign Relations. 


"Whllo our foreign relations have not at all 


limes during the pu&t year boon entirely free 
from perplexity , no ombaiTnsiinR situation 
remains that will not yield to tho spirit of 
fairness and love of Justice, which, joined 
with consistent firmness, characterize <v truly 
American foreiKU policy. 
My pL-odocosuQr, having accepted the office 


of arbitrator of the long standing missions 
boundary dispute, tendered to tho pi evident 
by 1 lie Argentina Republic and Uvw.7.11, it hai 
been iny'&groeutfle duty to receive the special 
envoys commissioned by those states to lay 
before TOO evidence anrl arguments iu behalf 
of their respective governments. 


Tho outbreak of domestic Hostilities in tho re- 


public of Brazil found Cne United States alert 
to watch tho interet>ta of oux citizens m that 
country. With, which we carry on important 
commerce. Several vessels of our now navy 
are now, and for somo time have been, sta- 
tioned at Riiftle Janeiro. 
The striigglo.boing between the established 


government, which controls tho machinery of 
administration, and with which wo maintain 
friendly ralatlbus, and certain officers of the 
mivy employing tho vessels of their command 
in an attack upon the i.attoiial capital and 
chief aoaport, and laclclng, as It does, the ele- 
ments of divided administration, I have 
failed to soo^that the insurgents can roason- 
ably claim recognition as belligerents. 
Thus far the position o£ our government has 


been tb,at of an attentive but impartial ob- 
server of tho unfortunate conflict. Empha- 


* 
sizing our fixed pbl{py of Impiutial neutrality 
*\ln such n condition of affairs as now exists, I 


J^pouiod. it necessary to disavow. In u. manner 
IKV to bo misunderstood, tho unauthorized 
tteflon Q&our lattfhnval oominnnder in those 
•WU.WTS in saluting tho revolting Brazilian 
admiral, being indisposed to counlonanco an 
act calculated to give gratuitous sanction to 
tho Insurrection. 


Tho convention between our government 


arid Chili, having for its object tho settlement 
and adjustment of the demands of the two 
countries against oaoh other, has been made 
effective by tho organization of thocluiuib 
commission provided for. The twogovein- 
mentu falling to agreo upon the third member 
of tho commission, tho good offices of the 
president aC tho Swiss republic U'ere Invoked, 
as provided in the treaty, and the selection of 
tho Swiss ropiescntative in thi^ country to 
complete tho organization, was gratilylna 
iillko to tho United States and Chili. 


Tho vexatious question of so-called legation 


asylum for offenders against tho state and its 
laws was presented anew in Chili by the un- 
authorized action of tho late United States 
minister in receiving into his ofllclal residence 
two persons who liad just failed in an attempt 
at revolution and against whom criminal 
charges wore ponding, growing out of a former 
abortive disturbance. 


The doctrine of asylum as applied to this 


case 11 not sanctioned, by tho best precedents, 
and, when allowed, tends to encourage sedi- 
tion and otrifo. Under no circumstances can 
the loprescntatives of this government be per- 
mitted under the ill-defined notion of extra- 
territoriality to interrupt the administration 
of criminal justice In tho countries to which 
they ivro ixcciodlted. A temperate- demand 
having boon mude by tho Chilian government 
for the correction of this conduct in tho in- 
stance mentioned, tho minister was instructed 
m> longer to harbor the ottobdevs. 


Tho Geary Xinw. 


Tho legislation of last year, knowu as the 


Geary law, requiring tho let'istration of all 
Chinese laborers entitled to lesido in the 
United States, aud tho deportation of all not 
complying with the provisions of tins act 
within the tlmo prescribed, met with much 
opposition from Chinamen in this country 
Acting upon tho advice o£ eminent counsel 
that tho law was unconstitutional, the great 
mass of Chinese laborers, ponding judicial in- 
quiry as to its validity, in good faith declined 
to apply for the certificates required by its 
provisions. A test case, upon proceeding by 
habeas Corpus, was brought before tho su- 
preme court, and on May 111, 1803, a decision 
was maclo'by that tribunal sustaining the law 
It is"'bolieved that under the recent cimciul- 


menfdf the act extending tho time for regis- 
tration, >ijhe Chinese laborers thereto entitled, 
who doilre to reside in this country, will now 
avail themselves Of tho renewed privilege 
thus afforded of establishing by lawful pro- 
cedure tUoiT right to remain, uudtluit tlicieby 
the necessity of enforced deportation maj to 
a groat degree bo avoided. It has devolved 
upon tbe'Unltcd Status minister at Peking, as 
doau of the diplomatic body, and in the ab- 
sence of a representative of Swollen and Nor- 
way, to press upon tho Chinese government 
reparation Cor tho recent murder of tf\vudish 
missionaries at Sung-Pu. 
This question is 


of vital Interest to all countries whose citi- 
zens engage in missionary work in the interior. 


Costa Rica has lately testified its friendli- 
ness by BurrenderiilK to the United States, in 
the absence of a convention of extradition, 
but upon duly submitted evidence of crim'i- 
luvlity, ft rioted fugitive from justice 
It its 


trusted that the negotiation of a treaty with 
that country to moot recurring eases of this 
kind will ?oon bo accomplished.' Inmy opinion 
treaties for reciprocal extradition should be 
concluded widb. all those countries with which 
tUe United States luvi not already conven- 
tional rtrransjomouts of that character. 


I have deemed it fitting to express to tho 


governments of Costa Rica and Colombia the 
kindly desiro of tho United States to see their 
pending boundary dispute finally closed by 
nrbltratidli hi oonfot'mlt}- with tho spirit of 
the treaty concluded between them somo 
years ago. 


Our rotations with the French republic con- 


tinue to lie intlmato and cordial, t sincerely 
hone that tho extradition treat}' «ith that 
country, as amended by tlie senate, will soon 
|j« operative. 


While occasional questions affecting our 


naturalized citizens returning to tho land of 
their blvtli have arisen iu our intercourse 
with Ucrniauy, our relations, with that coun- 
try continue satisfactory

Tho questions affecting our relations with 
Rreat Britain have been treated in a spirit of 
friendliness. Negotiations are iu progress be- 
tween the two governments with a view to 
such concurrent notion as will make the 
award and regulations agreed upon by tho 
Behring sea tribunal of arbitration practically 
effective, and it Is not doubted that Great 
Britain will co-operate freely with this coun- 
try for tho accomplishment of that purpose. 


Kedroas Wns Prompt. 


Upon receiving authentic information of the 


firing upon an American mall steamer touch- 
Ing at Amapala, because her captain refused 
to deliver, up a passenger in transit from 
Nicaragua to Guatemala upon demand of the 
military authorities of Honduras, our minis - 
tor to that country under instructions pro- 
tested against tho wanton act and demanded 
latisfaction. The government of Honduras, 
Actuated by a cense of justice and In a spirit 
»f friendship, disavowed the illegal conduct 
•if the officers and expressed sincere regret for 
the ooourrfinfis,

A notable part of the southeasterly, ooftst of 


Liberia, between tho Cavally and San Pedro 
rlveis, which for nearly half a century has 
been Keiierilly recognized as belonging to that 
republic by cession and puroh'aso, has been 
claimed to bo under tho protectorate of 
Franco m virtue of' agreements entered into 
by the native tribes ovev whom Liberia's con- 
trol hub not Seen well maintained. More ic- 
curitly, negotiations betweoivthe Liberian rep- 
resentative and the French government re- 
united in the signature at Purls of a treaty 
whereby as an adjustment certain Liberian 
ton Itory is ceded to France. This convention, 
lit last advices, had not been ratified by tho 
Hborian legislature and executive. 


Feeling a sympathetic interest in the for- 


tunes of the little commonwealth, tho estab- 
lishment and development of which were 
largely aided by tho benevolence of our coun- 
trymen, and which constitutes the only in- 
dependently sovereign state on the west coast 
of Africa, this government has suggested to 
tho iH'ench government its earnest concern 
lest territorial Impairment-in Liberia should 
to.Ko place without her unrestrained consent. 


Our Rotation* WitU Mexico 


continue to bo of that oloso (and friendly na- 
tuio which should always characterize tho In- 
tercourse of t\Vo neighboring republics. 'The 
work of relocating the monuments marking 
tho boundary between the two countries from 
Paso Del Norto to (ho Pacific is now neatly 
completed. 
The commission recently or- 


ganized under tho conventions of 1851 and 
1859 it is expected will speedily settle dis- 
putes grow ing out of thu shifting currents of 
the Rio Grande river east of El Paso. 


The canal company has, unfoitunately, bo- 


eome seriously Hnuncially embarrassed, but a 
generous treatment lias been extended to it by 
tho government of Nicaragua. Tho United 
States are especially intoiettod in tho success- 
ful achievement of the vast undertaking tulb 
company has in charge. That it should bo ac-

under 
distinctively American 


auspices, anil its enjoyment assured not only 
to the vessels of this country as a channel of 
communication, batweon our Atlantic and 
Pacific seaboards, but to t'ho ships of the 
world in tho interests of civilisation, is a 
proposition which, in uiy judgment, does no 
admit of question. 


(Guatemala has also been visited by the 


political vicissitudes which havu afflicted her 
Central American neighbors; but tho dissolu- 
tion cif its legislature and tho proclamation of 
e, dictatorship have boon Unattended with 
civil war. 


An extradition treaty with Norvvav has 


recently been exchanged and proclaimed. 
The extradition treaty with .Russia, signed 


in March, 188T, and amended and confirmed 
by tho senate in February last, was. duly pio- 
clulmcd last Juno. 


Tilt' Suuioiiu Kquabbio. 


Led by a desire to compass differences and 


contribute to tho restoration of order in 
S.unoa, which for some years previous had 
been the scene of conflicting foreign preten- 
sions and native strife, the United States, de- 
parting from its policy consecrated by a cen- 
tury of observance, entered, four years ngu 
into the treaty of Berlin, thereby becoming 
jointly bound with England and Qovmany to 
establish and maintain ^lalistoa as king 
of Samoa. Thetieaty provided for a foreign 
oourr-of JnsHoa, a municipal council for tho 
district of Apia, with a foreign president 
thereof, authorized to advise the king; a tri- 
bunal for tho settlement of native and foreign 
land titles and a revenue system for the king- 
dom. It entailed upon the three powers that 
part of tho cost of tho new government not 
met by the revenue of the island. 


Early in the life of this triple piotoctorate.the 


native dissensions it was designed to quell re- 
vived. Rivals defied tho authority of tho now 
king, refusing to pay taxes and demanding 
the election of a ruler by native suffrage. JXIa- 
taafa, an aspirant to the throne, and a large 
number of his native adherents, were in open 
rebellion on one of the Islands, Quito lately, 
at tho request of the other powers, and in ful- 
fillment of ito treaty obligation, this govern- 
ment agreed to unite in n joint military move- 
ment of such dimensions as would probably 
aacure the surrender of the insurcents with- 
out bloodshed. 


Tho warship Philadelphia was accordingly 


put under orders for Samoa, but before she 
arrived the threatened conflict was precipi- 
tated by King JMalietoa's attack upon the In- 
biirgentcamp. Ivlattial'a wab defeated and a 
number of hid men killed. The British and 
German naval vessels present subsequently 
secured the surrender of Mataafa and Ins ad- 
herents. The defeated olilef and W of his 
principal supporters wore deported to a Ger- 
man island of the Marshall gioup, where they 
are held as prisoners under the joint responsi- 
bility ivna cost of tho three powers. 
This incident and the events loading up to it 


signally illustrates the impolicy of entan- 
gling alliances with foreign powers.

zens for property confiscated In Cuba, have 
been pending i'or many years.

Spain's title to tho Caroline islands was con- 
firmed by arbitration, that government agreed 
that tho rights which had been acquired 
thoie by American missionaries should be 
rceogni/ed and respected. 
It is sincerely 


hoped that this pledge will be observed by- 
allowing our 
Missionaries who were re- 


moved from Penapo to fi place of safety by a 
United States warship during tho late 
troubles between tho Spanish garrison and 
the natives to return to their Held of useful- 
Bess.

Tho reproduced earaval, Santa Maila, built 


by Spam and tent to the Columbian ezposi- 
tun, lias been presented to the United atntes 
in t'jken of amity and in commemoration of 
the event it was designed to celebrate.

Trouble WUU Turkey. 


Important matters have demanded atten- 
tion in our relations with the Ottoman Porto. 
Tho firing and partial destruction by an unro- 
btrained uiob of one of! the school buildings 
of Anatolia college, established by citizens of 
theJUnlted States at Alarsovan, and the appar- 
ent indifference of tho Turkish government to 
the outnure* notwithstanding the complicity 
of some of Its officials, called for earnest re- 
monstrance, which was followed by promises 
of repiVation and punishment of the of- 
fenders. ' 
Indemnity for the Injury to the buildings 


has- already been paid, permission to rebuild 
given, yeglstraUpn of the sctioql property In 
the name of tho American owners secured, 
and efficient projection guaranteed. 


Tlio Hawaiian Question. 


It is hardly necessary forme to state that 


the questions arising from our relations with 
Hawaii have caused serious embarrassment. 
Just prior to the installation of tho present 
administration the existing government had 
been suddenly overthrown. 
A treaty of annsxation had been negotiated 


between the provisional'government of the 
islands and tho United States and submitted 
",o the senate for ratification. This treaty I 
Mthdiew for examination, arid disp^tcljed 
Hon.'James H. Bloutrt of 'Georgia to Honolulu 
as a special cntmnlesloner to make an impar- 


tial inVestieaiaonjoI the circumstances attend- 
ing tho change ofjgovornmentrand of all the 
conditions beartng*upon the subject of'the 
treaty. 


After a thorough and exhaustive examina- 
tion, Mr. Elount submitted to me his report) 
showing beyond all question that the con- 
stitutional government of Hawaii had been 
subverted with tho active aid of our represent 
tativo to that government and through tho 
intimidation caused by the presence of an 
armed naval force of the United States, which 
Was landed for that purpose at tha'ltititiittoS oi 
our minister.

seems to me tho only honorable cotarla roroui 
government, to pursue was to undue the wrong 
that had been done by those representing tis, 
and to restore as far as practicable the status 
existing at the time of our forcible Interven- 
tion.

With a view of accomplishing this result 


within the constitutional limits of executive 
power, and recognizing all our obligations 
and responsibilities growing out 
of any 
changed conditions brought about'by our un- 
justifiable interference, our present minister 
at Honolulu has received appropriate in- 
structions to that end. Thus lav 110 informa- 
tion of the accomplishment of any definite re- 
sults have been received from him. Addi- 
tional advices are soon expected. 
AVhon re- 


ceived they will be promptly sent to the con- 
gross, together with all other information at 
hand, accompanied by a special executive 
message fully detailing all the facts necessary 
to a complete understanding of the case, and 
presenting a history of all the material events 
leading up to tho present situation. 


Arbitration Where Diplomacy Falls. 
By a concurrent resolution passed by the 
senate Feb. 14, 1800, and by the house on 
April 3 following, the president was requested 
'•to invite, from time to time, as fit occasions 
may arise, negotiations with any government 
with which the United States lias or may 
have diplomatic relations, to tho end that any 
differences or disputes arising between the 
two governments which cannot be adjusted 
by diplomatic agency may be referred ta 
arbitration and be peaceably adjusted by such 
means " 


April 18, 1030, the international American 


conference of Washington, by resolution, ex- 
pressed the wish that all controversies be- 
tween the republics of America and the na- 
tions of Eui ope might bo settled by arbitra- 
tion, and recommended that the government 
of each nation represented in that conference 
should communicate this wish to all friendly 
powers. A favorable response has boen re- 
ceived from 0-teat Britain in the shape of a 
resolution adopted by parliament July 10 last, 
cordially sympathizing with the pui'poso in 
view, and expressing the hope that her majes- 
ty's government will lend ready co-operation 
to fclio government of the United States upon 
thebablsof tho concurrent resolution above 
quoted. 


Our Ambassadors, 


Since the passage of tho net of March 3, 


1803, authorising the president to raise the 
grade o{ our envoys to correspond with tha 
rank In which foreign countries accredit their 
agents here, Great Britain, France, Italy and 
Germany have conferred upon their repie- 
aeutatives at this capital the title of am- 
bassador, and I have icsponded by accredit- 
ing, the agents of tho United States m those 
countries with the name title, 


A like elevation of mission is announced 


by Russia, and when made will bo similarly 
met. This step fittingly comports with tho 
position 
tho United States hold in thu 


family of nations. 


Duimg my former administration I took oc- 
casion to iccommerid a recast of the lawsio- 
latuig to the consular service, iu order that it 
might become a more efficient agency in tho 
promotion of the interest it was intended to 
subserve. The duties and powers of consuls 
have been expanded witli tho growing require- 
ments of our foreign'trade. Discharging im- 
portant duties alTccting our commerce and 
American citizens abroad, and in certain 
countries exercising judicial functions, tiiesn 
officers should be men of character, intelli- 
gence ami ability.

Tho secretary of the treasury reports that

Our dutiable imports 
imports amounted to $121,630,711, an increase 
of $58,458,907 over, last year, and'importations 
free of duty amounted to $444,f>d4,"ll, a de 
01 ease from tho preceding year of $13,'loj,447, 
Inteinal revenue receipts exceeded, those oi 
the preceding year by $7,11~,445.32, 


The total tax collected on distilled spirits 


was $0i,720,200.5,'i. On manufactuied tobacco 
$31,880,711.74, and on fermented liquors §32,- 
548,983.07. \Ve exported merchandise dining 
tho year amounting to $847,005,101, a decrease 
of $182,012,954 from the preceding yeai. Tho 
amount of void exported was larger than any 
previous year in tho history of tho govern- 
ment, amounting to $103,080,004, and exceed- 
ing tho amount exported during the pre- 
ceding year by 808,485,517.

from the treasury for sugar bounty was $0,- 
875,130.88, an increase over the preceding yeai

Dealings In Silver. 


Tho purchases of silver under tho le/w oi 
July 14,1800, during tho last fiscal year, aggre- 
gated 54,008,162.59 lino ounces, which cost

chased from tho time tlnw law became opera- 
tive until tho repeal of its purchasing clause 
on the first day of November, 1S03, was 168,- 
67I.600.4U hue ounces, which cost 3155,030,010.84, 
Between March 1, 1873, and Nov. 1,18Ki, the 
government purchased, under all laws, 500,003,- 
717 flne ounces of silver at a cost of S510,017,uo3 
The silver dollars that have been coined iindoi 
tho act of July 14,1803, number 80,037,285. The 
seigniorage aiising from such coinage was 
$0,«77,Q»8.aO, leaving on hand in the mints

Tho leeont repeal of the provision of law re 


fjardinu the purchase of silver bullion by the 
government as a feature ot our monetarj 
schoms has made an entire change m the 
complexion of our currency affairs, 
I do nol 


doubt that the ultimate result of this action 
will be most salutary and far-reaching. 


In the nature of thinits, however, it is im- 


possible to know at this time precisely whiil 
conditions will, bo brought about by the 
change, oi' what, if any, supplementary legis 
lation ma;1, ui the light of such conditions, ap- 
pear to bq essential or expedient. 
Of course 
after the -recent financial perturbation, time 
is necessary for the re-establishment of busi- 
ness confidence. When, however, through 
this rebtoredconfidence, the money which ha^ 
been, frightened Into hoarding places, is 10 
turned to trade and enterprise, a survey of 
the situation will probably disclose asafepatli 
leading to a permanently, sound currency, 
abundantly.

I de.Mlre also to earnestly suggest tho wisdom 


of amending the existing statutes in regard to 
tho issuance of government, bonds. Tlie an 
thority now vested in the secretary of the 
treasury to issue bonds is not as,clcar as i1 
should bo, and tho bonds authorized are dis- 
advantageous to tho government, both as the 
time of their maturity and rate of interest.

The Army. 


Tha secretary of, war- reports that tha, 
strength of the army.' on,Sept. 89'last'\vas 25,- 
776 enlisted men and"i214i.officers,. The total 
expenditures of. the department f OR the year 
ending June !)0,1883, amounted'to 8^,000,074.89. 
Of this sum f l,092,08I.fe was for salaries and 
contingent expenses,,$23,877,828,85 for the sup- 
port of the military establishment, $8,077,- 
038.19 for miscellaneous objects, and $20,518,- 
631.41 for public works. This latter sum in- 
cludes $15,200,870(41$ for river and harbor im- 
provements and S3,286,141:80'for fortifications 
and other works of defense. 
i 


The total enrollment of the militia of the 


several states was on the 31st; of October of the 
current year 112,507 officers fttd enlisted men. 
Tho officers of tho army detailed for the in- 
spection and instruction of this reaepvo of our 
military iorco report that ^'increased interest 
and marked progress are apparent In the dis- 
cipline and efficiency of theiorganization. 


Neither Indian outbreaks nor domestic vio- 


lence have called the army into service dur- 
ing the Tear, and tho only active military 
duty required of it has been in the'depart- 
ment of Texas, where Violations of the neu- 
trality 1 aws o£ the United-States and Mexico 
were promptly and efficiently dealt with by 
the troops, eliciting tho warm approval of the 
civil and military authorities of both coun- 
tries. 
It is gratifying to note that we have begun 


to attain completed results'in the comprehen- 
sive scheme of sea coast'defense and fortifica- 
tion entered upon eight years ago. A large* 
sum has boen already expended, but tho cott 
of maintenance will be inconsiderable as com- 
pared with the expense ol construction and 
ordnance. 


Tho manufacture of heavy ordnance keeps 


pace with current needs; but to render these 
guns available tor the-purposes they are'do- 
signed to meet,- emplacements must be pre- 
pared for them. Progress has boen mado in 
this direction, and it is desirable that congress 
by aquedato appropriations should provide 
for the uninteirupted prosecution of, this 
necessary work. 


The work on the projected Chickamauga 


and Ohattauoogamilitary park has been pros- 
ecuted with zeal and judgment, and its open- 
ing will bo celebrated during tho coming year. 
Over nine square miles of tlie Ohickamauga 
battlefield have boon, acqui rod, 25 miles of 
roadway have been constructed, and perma- 
nent tablets have been placed at many histor- 
ical points, while the invitation to tha states 
to mark tho portions of their troops partici- 
pating in tho battle has been very generally 
accepted. The work of locating and preserv- 
ing lines of'battle at the Gettysburg battle- 
field is making satisfactory progress on the 
plans directed by tho last congress. 


Department of Justice. 


The report of the attorney general contains 


the usual summary of the affairs and pro- 
ceedings of the department of justice for tho 
past year. I cannot too heartily indoisotho 
proposition that the fee system as applicable 
to tho compensation of United States at- 
torneys, marshals, clerks of federal oourts 
and United States commissioners, should be 
abolished with us little delay -us passible. 


If in addition to this leform. another was 


inaugurated which would give to United 
States commissioners the final disposition of 
petty offenses within the grade of misde- 
meanors, especially thefae coming under tho 
internal revenue laws, a great advance would 
bo made toward a more decent administration 
of tho criminal laws. 
I heartily ]om tho attorney general in rec- 


ommending legislation fixing degrees of the 
crime of murder within federal jurisdiction, 
as luia been done in many of the states; 
authorizing writs of error on behalf of the 
government in oases where flnal judgment is 
rendered against the sufficiency of an indict- 
dicttnent or against the goyeramantiupon any 
other question au»ing before actual trial; 
limiting tlie right of review in cases of felony 
punishable only by flue and imprisonment to 
the circuit court of appeals, and making 
speedy provision for tho construction of such 
prisons and icformatoriesas may be necessary 
for the confinement of United States convicts. 


Clic l?otttal Service, 


The report of tho postmaster general con- 
tains a detailed statememt-of the operations of 
tho postofflce during tho last fiscal year and 
macli interesting information touching this 
important branch of the public service. 
The 


business of the mails indicates with absolute 
certainity the condition of the business of the 
country and depression in financial affairs in- 
evitably and quickly reduces the postal reven- 
ues. 
At a date •nhen better times were antici- 
pated It was estimated by his predecessor 
that the deficiency on June 30, 1893, would be 
but a little o\or $1,000,000. It amounted, how- 
ever, to more than 55,000,000, At the same 
time, and under the influence of like antici- 
pations, estimates wore maelo for the current 
fiscal year ending Juno 80. 1804. which exhib- 
ited a surplus of revenue over expenditures of 
$S72,24ii.71; but now, in view of,the actual re- 
ceipts and expenditures during that part of 
the current ftscal year already expired, the 
present postmaster general eetimtites that at 
Us close, instead of a surplus, there will be a 
deficiency of nearly 88,000,000. 


The total number of postofiices in the.United 
States on the SOth day of June, 1893, was 68.- 
403, an increase of 1284 over the preceding 
year. Of these 8300 are presidential, an in- 
crease in that class of 204 over the preceding 
year. 
Forty-two free delivery offices were 


added during the year to those alieady exist- 
ing, making a total of 010 cities and towns pro- 
vided with tree delivery on June 30, 1803. 
Ninety-three other cities and towns are now 
entitled to this service under the law, but it 
has not been accorded them on account of in- 
sufficient funds to meet tho expense of its es- 
tablishment. 


There were OiOl additions to tho domestic 


money order offices during the last fiscal year, 
being tho largest increase in any year sinco 
the inauguration of the system. 
The total 


number of these offices at the close of the year 
was 18,43k There were 33,809,7B5 money orders 
issued from those offices, being an increase 
ovei the preceding year of 1,840,208, and the 
value of these orders amounted to S127.570,- 
'133.05, an increase of $7,OOQ,G32. There were 
also issued during the year postal notes 
amounting to $12,003,078. 


Thetotali&sue of money orders and postal 
noles for the ycur amounted to $njl),S81,348.24. 
The number of letters and packages mailed 
during the yeai for special delivery was 
8,375,093, an increase over tiie pi eoeding year 
oi' nearly 23 per cent. The special delivery 
stamps used upon these letters and packages 
amounted to $337,509.311, and the messengers' 
fees paid for their delivery amounted to 
$230,502.71, leaving a profit to the government 
of $80,070.5!). 
Tlie railway mail service not only adds to 
the promptness of mail delivery at all offices, 
but it is the especial instrumentality which 
puts tho smaller and way places in the service 
on au equality in that regard with tho larger 
and terminal offices. 


TUe Navy, 
^ 


Tho report of tho secretary of tho navy con- 
tains a history of the operations of his de- 
partment during the past year, and exhibits a 
most gratifying condition of tho personnel of 
our navy. lie presents a satisfactory account 
of the pracress which has been made in the 
construction of vessels, and makes a number 
of recommendations to which attention is es- 
pecially invited. 


During tlie ps*t six months the demands for 


emitting vessels have been many and urgent. 
There have been revolutions calling for vtts- 
sels to protect American interests in Nicar- 
agua, Guatemala, Goata Riciv, Honduras, Ai- 
gontine and Brazil, while the condition of 
affairs in Honolulu has required the con- 
stant presence of one or more ships.i "With all 
these calls upon our navy, it became neces- 
sary, in order to make up a- Burnoiout lleot to 
patrol the Behring sea uudcr the mo,dua 
viveneli agreed uppn with Great Britain, to de- 
tail to that service one vessel from the fish 
commission and three from tho revenue ma- 
rine.

Tho number of per- 
sons remaining.on the,rolls June 80) 1803, who 
were pensioned uuuer the act of June 27, 1800, 
which allows pensions on account of death 
and disability not chargeable to army service 
WaS 450,158. 


The number .nddeel to the rolls during tho 
year was 128,834, and (the tmimber dropped was 
33,690. Tho first payments on pensions al- 
lowed during the year amounted to §38,750,- 
549,93, .This includes arrears, or the accumu- 
lation bqt\veon th,e time from which the al- 
lowance ofjpension dates and the time of ac- 
tually granting the certificate. 


Although the law of 1880 permits, pensions 


(or disabilities not.rohtted to military service, 
yet as a requisite tOjits benefits a disability 
must exist incapacitating applicants "from 
the performance ol manual labor to such a 
degree as1 to render thum unable to earn a sup- 
port," 


The execution of this law in its early stapes 


does not seem to have boen in accord with its 
true intention; but toward the close of the 
last administration an authoritative construc- 
tion , was given to the statute, and since that 
time this construction has been followed. This 
has had the elfeot oi'-limlting tho operation of 
the law to its intended purpose. 


I am unable to understand why frauds in 


the pension rolls should not bo exposed and 
corrected with thoroughness and vigor. 
Every name fraudulently put upon these 
rolls is a^viokod imposition upon the kindly 
sentiment in which pensions have their origin. 


The sum expended on. account of pensions 


for the year ending June 80, 1893, was $150,740,- 
407.14. The commissioner estimates that $185.- 
D00,000 will be required to pay pensions during 
the year ending Juno 30. 1801.

Our Indians numbof about' 218,000. Moat of 


them are located on 101 reservations, contain- 
ing 80,116,531 acres of land. About 110,000, of 
these Iiidiiuis have, to a, large degvcje, adopted 
civilized customs. Lands in severally have 
been allotted'to many of tTiem. Such allot- 
ments have beep made to 10,000 Indians during 
the last fiscal 'year, ombracinE about 1,000,000 
acres. 


Tho number ot Indian i government schools 


open during the year was 195, au increase of 
12 over tho preceding yeai. 
Of this total no 


wore on reservations, of which 78 were boarel- 
ing schools and 37 were day si-hoofs. 


The law providing that, except in especial 


oases, army officers. shall bo detailed as In- 
dian agents, it is hoped, will prove a success- 
ful experiment. 
There is danger of great 
abuses creeping into the proteoution of clivims 
for Indian depredations, and I recommend 
that every possible safeguard be provided 
against the enforcement of unjust and ficti- 
tious claims of this description. 
The ap- 


propriations on account of tho Indian bureau 
for the year ending Juno 30, 18D1, amount to 
57,95 i,OB2.99, a decrease as compared with the 
year preceding it of $387,131.03. 


Agriculture. 


The report of the secretary of agriculture 


shows that on March 7, 1803, there were upon 
upon its pay rolls 243H employes. This num- 
ber has been reduced to 1850 persons. In view 
of a depleted .public treasury, and tho im- 
perative demand of the people for economy 
in the administration of their government, 
the secretaiy has entered upon tlie task of 
rationa-ly reducing oxpenelituros by the elimi- 
nation from tho pay rolls of all persons not 
needed for an efficient, conduct of the affairs 
of the department. 


During the first quarter of tile present year 
the expenses of the department aggregate 
83-15,870.70, as against SW2,012.42 for the cor- 
responding period of the fiscal year emling 
June 80, 18iS8. Tho secretary makes apparent 
his intention to continue this rate of reduction 
by submitting es timates for tho next fiscal 
year less by §994,280 than for the present year. 
The regulations of 189.3 concerning Texas 


fever have been enforced during the hist, year, 
und tho large stock yards of the country have 
been kept free from jnfeetion. 
Occasional 
local outbreaks have boon largely biich as 
could have been effectually guarded against 
by tho owners of the affected cattle. 
While contagious pleuro-pneumonia in cat- 


tle hafa been eradicated, animal tuberculosis, 
a disease widespread ana more dangerous to 
numan life than pleuro-pneumonia, is bUll 
pievalont. 
Investigations have been made 


during tho past year as to the means ot its 
communication and the method of its correct 
diagnosis. 


The exports of agricultural Droducts from 


the United States for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1802, attained tho enormous figures of 
$800,000,000 in round numbers, being 78.7 pel- 
cent of our total exports. Iu the last fiscal 
year this aggregate was greatly red ucod, but, 
nevertheless, reached SBlo,000,OOa, being 75 1 
pnr cent of all American commodities ex- 
ported. 


Tho continued intelligent execution of tlie 


civil service law and the increasing approval 
by the people o2.Ats operation are most grati- 
fying. 
The recent extension of its limita- 


tions and regulations to the employes an free 
delivery postafficos, which has been honestly 
and, promptly accomplished by the commis- 
sion, with the hearty co-operation of tho post- 
master general, is an immensely important 
advance in tho usefulness of the system. 


The course of civil service reform in this 


country instructively and interestingly illus- 
trates how strong a hold a movement gains 
upon our people which has underlying it a 
sentiment of justice and right, and which at 
the same time promises better administration 
of their government. 
The law embodying 
this reform found its w'ay to our statute bopk 
more from fear of the popular sentiment ex- 
isting in its favor than from any love for 
the reform itself on the part of legislators, and 
it has lived and growniiuiA flourished 111 spite 
of tho covert as well as open hostility of 
spoilsmen, and notwithstanding qucrelous 
impracticability 
of. many self-constituted 


guardians. 


Beneath all the vagaries anel sublimated 


theories which are attracted to It, there un- 
derlies this reform a stiudy common senbo 
principle, not only, suited to , this mundane 
sphere, but whose application people are 
more and more recognizing to bo absolutely 
essential to the most supcessf ul operation of 
their government, if not to its prospet ity. 


'I'nrlff Reform. 


After a hard struggle tariff reform is di- 


rectly before v.s. Nothing so important claims 
our attention, and nothing bo clearly presents 
itself as both an opportunity and a duty— an 
opportunity to deserve tho gratitude of our 
fellow eitiaens, and a duty imposed upon us 
by our oft-repeated professions and by tho 
emphatic mandate of tho people. After full 
discussion our countrymen have spoken in 
favor of thib leform, and they have confided 
the woik of its accomplishment to the hands 
of those who are solemnly •pledged ta it. 
Manifestly, if we are to aid the peo plo di- 
rectly through tariff reform, one of its most 
obvious features should be a reduction in 
present tariff charges upon the necessaries of 
life. .The benefits of such a reduction, would. 
bs palpable and substantial, seen and felt by 
thousands who would be better fed and better 
clothed and better sheltered. 
These gifis 


should be the willing benefactions of a gov- 
ernment whose highest function is tho pro- 
motion of the welfare of the people. 
Not less clobely related to our people's pros- 


perity and well-being is tlie removal of re- 
strictions upon the importation of the raw 
materials iiecessaiy to our manufacture?. 
The, world should bo open to our national 
ingenuity and enterprise. 
This cannot bo while federal legislation, 
through the imposition of high tariff, forbids 
to American manufacturers as cheap ma- 
terials as those used by their competitors. It 
Is quite obvious that the enhan cement of the 
piioo of our manufactured products resulting 
from 
this policy, not 
only confines the 


market for these products within our own 
borders, to 'the dh*t disadvantage of our 
manufacturers, but also increases their cost 
to our citizens. 
The interests of labor are certainly, though 


inBirectly, involved in this feature of our 
tariff system. 'Tlie sharp competition and 
active .struggle ainong o\il\ manufacturers to 
supply the limited demand for their goods 
soon fill the" nan'ow market to which they are 
conlined. , 1TJien follows a susoeusipji of work

ately, produce sufficient revenue to meet tho 
needs of tho government. 


The committee, aftoi-full consideration, and 


to provide against a temporary deficiency 
which may exist before the bueiness of tho 
country adjusts itself to tbp now tariff sched- 
ule, have wisely embraced in their pluu a few 
additional internal revenue taxes, including q, 
small tax upon ineomes*<loiivcd from certain 
corporate investments. 


Those now assessments aro not only abso- 
lutely just and easily borne, but they have tho 
further merit of'beliiff'such as can be remitted 
Without unfavorable business disturbance 
whenever tho necessity of their imposition no 
longer exists. 


Iu my great desire for tho success of this 
measure I cannot restrain tho suggostion that 
its success can-only be attained by means or 
uaselfish-counsel'On the part of the friends of 
tariff reform and, as a result of their willing- 
ness to subordinate personal desires and am- 
bitious to tho. general good, 


The local interests affeotod,by tho proposed 


relorin are BO numerous and so varied that if 
all aro iiisistod'uponxthe legislation embody- 
ing the reform must inevitably fail. 
In conclusion, my Intense feeling of respon- 
sibility impels mo to invoko-for tho manifold 
interests of a generous and confiding peoplo 
the most .scrupulous care, and to pledge my 
willing support to every legislative effort for 
tho advancement of tho greatness and pros- 
perity of our beloved country.

alike to tho United States and Chili. 


The vexatious question of so-called legation 


asylum for offenders a^u-inst the sUito and its 
laws was presented anew in Chili by the un- 
authorized action of tho late "United States 
minister in receiving into his official residence 
two persons who had Just failed in ixn attempt, 
at revolution nnd against whom criminal 
charges were pending, growing out of a former 
abortive disturbance. 


The doctrine of asylum as applied to this 


cu^e is not sanctioned by the best precedents, 
and, when allowed, tends to encourage sedi- 
tion and et rife. Under no circumstances can 
the representatives of this governinuiit be per- 
mitted under the ill-defined fiction of extra- 
territoriality to Interrupt the administration 
of criminal justice in tho countries to which 
they are accredited. A temperate demand 
having been mude by the Chilian government 
for the correction of this conduct in the in- 
stance mentioned, the minister wn.3 instructed 
nci longer to harbor the offenders. 


Tha Geary Law. 


Tho legislation of last year, known as the 


Geary law. requiring the registration of all 
Chinese laborers entitled to reside in the 
United States, and the deportation of all not 
complying with tho provision? of this act 
wHJiiri the timo prescribed, met with much 
opposition from Chinamen In iJiis country. 
Acting upon the advice of eminent counsel 
that tho low was unconytiuUiuun], the yruiit 
moeg of Chinese laborers, pending judicial in- 
quiry as to its validity. In good faith declined 
to apply for the certificates required oy its 
provisions. A test case, upon proceeding by 
habeis Qorpas, was brought before tho su- 
preme court, and on May 13, 1693. a decision 
TS-US mu.dc by that tribunal austaininjrthc law.

ment* of the act extending the time for regis- 
tration, th* ChLuesu laborers thereto entitled,

Extradition. 


Costn Rica has lately testified its friendli- 


ness by surrendering to the United Slate.-*, in 
the absence of a convention o* extradition, 
but upon dnly submitted evidence of crimi- 
nality, a noted fugitive from justice. It itt 
trusted that the negotiation of H treaty with 
that country to meet rccuninp cases of this 
kind will soon be accomplished" In my opinion 
treaties for reciprocal extradition should be 
concluded with all those countries with which 
the United States haa not already conven- 
tional ttiranEsroonta of that diameter. 


I have deemed it fitting to express to thu 


governments of Costa Rica and Colombia tho 
kindly desire of the United States to see their 
pending boundary dispute finally closed by 
Krbltraiion in conformity with the spirit of 
the treaty concluded between them somo 
years apo.

Our relations with the French republic cnn-

By a concurrent, resolution passed by tha 
senate Fob.

may arise,'negotiations with any government 
with ivhich th& United States Jms or may 
have diplomatic relations, to tho end that any 
differences or disputes arislnc; beUv.een. tha 
two governments which, cannot be adjusted 
"by diplomatic agency may be referred t(J 
arbitration and be peaceably adjusted by sticb 
means."

April 18, 1U90, the. international American 


conference of Washington, by resolution, ex- 
pressed the "wish tliat nil controversies be- 
tween the republics of America and the na- 
tions of Europe might bo settled by arbitra- 
tion, and recommended .that the government 
of each nation represented in that conference 
should communicate this wish to all friendly 
powers. A favorable response lias-been re- 
ceived from. Great Britain in tho ah ape of u 
resolution adopted by parliament July It! lost, 
cordially sympathizing with the purpose in 
view, nnd expressing- the hope that her majes- 
ty's government will lend ready co-operation 
to tho government of the-United States upon 
the basis of the concurrent resolution above 
quoted. 


Our Ambassadors. 


Since the passage of the act of March 3, 


16f)3, authorizing the president to raise the 
grudoof our envoys to correspond witli tho 
rank in which foreign countries accredit thole 
agents here, Great Britain, France, Italy and 
Germany have conferred upnn their repre- 
sentatives at this capital the title of am- 
bassador, and I have responded by accredit- 
ing the agents of the United- States in those 
countries with theaame title. 


A like,elevation o'C mission is announced 


by RuBaia, and when made will "be similarly 
met. This step fittingly comports with the 
position tho United States hold in the 
family of nations. 


During my former administration I took oc- 


casion to recommend a recast of the laws re- 
lating to the consular service, in order that it 
might become a more efficient agency in. the 
promotion of the interest it was intended to 
subserve. The duties and powers of consuls 
Imvebeeii expanded with the growing require- 
ments'Of our foreign .-trade. Discharging im- 
portant duties affecting our commerce and 
American citizens abroad, and in certain 
countries exercising judicial functions, tiiesr 
officers should be men of character, intelli- 
gence cintl ability.

ecuted with zeal and judgment, and its open- 
ing will be celebrated during the coming-year. 
Over nine square miles of the ChickaniftUga 
battlefield have boen acquired, 25,miles of 
roadway have been constructed, and perma- 
nent tablets have been placed at many histor- 
ical points, while the invitation to tha .states 
to mark the positions of their troops partici- 
pating la tho battle, has been very generally 
accepted. The \york of locating and preserv- 
ing lines of-battle at the .Gettysburg battle- 
field is making satisfactory progress on the 
plans directed by the last congress. 


Department of Justice. 


The report of the attorney general contains 


the usual summary of tha affairs and pro- 
ceedings of the department of justice for the 
pivst, year. I cannot too heartily indorse the 
proposition thai; the fee system as applicable 
to tLo compensation • of United States at- 
torneys, marshals, clerks of federal oourtg 
and United States commissioners, should be 
abolished with as little dclay-as possible. 


If in addition to this reform another was 


Inaugurated which would give to United 
States commissioners the final, disposition of 
petty offenses within, the grade of misde? 
meauors, especially these coming under tho 
internal revenue laws, a great advance would 
be made toward a more decent administration 
of the criminal laws. 


I heartily join tho attorney general in rcc- 


on-iinendinff legislation fixing- degrees of the 
crime of murder within federal jurisdiction, 
as has been done in many of the states; 
authorizing writs -of error on bohalf of-the 
government in cases where, final judgment is 
rendered against the sufficiency of an in die t- 
dictment or against the gat-ernmentupon nay 
other question arising before actual trial; 
limiting the right of re view in cases of felony 
punishable only by fine n.nd imprisonment to 
the circuit court, of appeals, ami making 
speedy provision for the construction of such 
prisons and reformatories as may be necessary 
for tlie confinement.of United States convicts. 


rho Postal Service. 


The report of the postmaster general con- 
tains a detailed statement-of the operations of 
the postofflce during the last fiscal year and 
much interesting- information touching this 
import tint branch of the public service. TUe 
business of the mails indicates with absolute 
cerLainity Uie condition o£ the "business of the 
country and depression in financial affairs in- 
evitably and quickly reduces the postal reven- 
ues.

In view 
of a depleted public treasury, and the im- 
perative demand of the people for economy 
in the administration ot their government, 
the secretary liaa entered upon the task of 
rationally reducing expenditures by the elimi- 
nation from the .pay rolls of all persona not 
needed for an efficient conduct of the all'airs 
of the department. 


During the first quarter oE the present year 


tho expenses of the. department aggregate 
$345,870.70, as against $403,012.42 for tlio cor- 
responding period of the fiscal year ending 
June 30,1603-, Ttvo secretary mokes apparent 
his intention to continue this rate of reduction 
by submitting estimates for tho next fiscal 
year less by 3004,280 than for tlie present year. 


The regulations af 1SD3 concerning Texas 


fever have been e-nforced during tlie last, year, 
and tho large stock yards of the country have 
been kept free from, infection.

local outbreaks have been, largely such, as 
could liave been effectually guarded against ;

a disease widespread ana more dangerous to 
unman life- than pleuro-pneumonia, is still 
prevalent.. Investigations have been made 
daring the past year as to the meaua of its 
communication, and the method of its correot 
diagnosis.

Tho exports of agricnltural .products from 


the United States for the fiscal year ending 
June BO, 1SU2, attained the enormous figures o£ 
£800,000,000 In round numbers, being 7S.7 pel- 
cent oC our total exports. In. the last .fiscal 
year this aggregate .was greatly reduced, but, 
nevertheless, reached §615,000,100, "being 75.1 
per cent of all American commodities ex- 
ported. 


The continued intelligent execution of the 


civil service law and the increasing approval 
by the people of-ita operation aro mosc grati- 
fying. 
The recent extension of its limita- 


tions and regulations to the employes ac freo 
delivery postofnces, ivbich has been lionestly 
and. promptly accomplished by tbe commis- 
sion, ivith the hearty co-operation af the post- 
master general, is an Immensely important 
advance in the usefulness of the system. 


Tha course of civil service reform in this 


country instructively and interestingly illus- 
trates hp\v strong P, hold- a movement gains 
upon, our people, ivliich has underlying it a 
sentiment of justice and right, and which at 
the same time promises better administration 
of their government. 
The law embodying' 


this reform found its way to our statute book 
more from fear ot the popular sentiment ex- 
isting in Us favor than - from any love for 
the refofrm itself on the part of legislators, and 
it lias lived and grow-mnod flourished in. spite 
of tlie covert as well as optin hpstilLty^af 
spoilsmen, and notwithstanding querelous 
impmcticability ' o f - many 
self-constituted 


guardians. 


Beneath all the vagaries and sublimated 


theories which are"attracted to it, there un- 
derlies this reform a sturdy common sense 
principle, not only;,..auited,; to .. this mundane 
sphere, but whose application people .are 
more and more recognizing ta be absolutely 
essential to the most successful operation of 
their government, if not to its prosperity.

Xot less closely related to our peopled pros- 


perity and. well-being is the removal of re- 
strictions upon the importation of the raw 
materials necessary to our manufactures. 
The,world should be open to our national 
in'genuity and enterprise. 


Tliia cannot, be while federal legislation, 


through the imposition of high tariff, forbids 
to American manufacturers 
O.B cheap ma- 


terials aa those .used by their, competitors. .It 
la quite obvious .that the enhan cement ot the 
price oE our ma'n.'ufa.ctared products resulting 
from 
this policy, not : only confines 
the 


market for these products within our own 
border's, to the dir&bt disadvantage of our 
manufacturers, but also increases their coat 
to our citizens.; 


The interests of labor ire certainly, though

"numbering" of the bill is fair, but the 
ultramarine blue use i is of a lighter shade 
than it should he.
